’The truth is. and. speaking seriously. 
I consider mys**lf most fortunate that 
I was able to obtain for that important 
pluco in my Cabinet a man who repre¬ 
sented the highest ideals of the South, 
who knew no section in his patriotism, 
and whose coming Into the Cabinet was 
significant of the friendliness of a large 
element in that Southern section, that 
it is in my heart to bring clone to tho 
North.

Republican Difficulties. 


"Now, my deer friends. In suggesting 
differences among Democrats I am far 
from ignoring some difficulties that there 
are on our side I romember In 1904 that 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams gave what I 
may call a perfectly good Adams reason 
for the election of the Democratic candi¬ 
date over the Ropubhcan candidate He 
said that one of the essentials of a suc¬ 
cessful free government was an able, pa¬ 
triotic and efficient opposition, and that 
ss the Democratic party had utterly failed 
In reaching that Idea he wue In favor of 
putting the Republican party In that 
place. Now I may venture to say that 
while that may not be the reason which 
shall move the American people, it is true 
that If the Republican party does not live 
up to its promises and what the pdople 
expect of It, It will b© relegated to a po¬ 
sition like that of hie majesty's opposition.

Taft’s Busy Day. 


The President hod a busy and interest¬ 
ing day as the honor guest of the Yale 
commencement exercises In cap and 
gown he walked In the dignified proces¬ 
sion of graduates, fellows and faculty to 
the commencement ccremonh* in Wool- 
st*y Hall He attended a meeting of the 
Yule Corporation, spoke at the intd-day 
dinner of the alumni, presided over a 
meeting held for the purr*-so of arrang¬ 
ing for a memorial for Yalo m«u who 
died on both aides In the Civil \V*r. 
stood for nearly two hours with Prori- 
dent Hadley at the commencement recep¬ 
tion, and rushed to-night from a meet¬ 
ing of the Skull and CrosalKine* Society 
to board his private car, which was at¬ 
tached to the night train for W.umlng- 
tou. The Pietiident will reach the Capi¬ 
tal at 9:46 a. m. to-morrow. 

The Skull and Hones is a secret soci¬ 
ety founded by the President’s father 
when he was a student at Yale. All the 
Tufts have belonged to it, and Its pro¬ 
ceedings are shrouded with all the adol¬ 
escent mystery m*h!ch characterises the 
college fraternities. The President passed 
Into the mystic shrine vt the >kull 
and Rcnes Temple all alone to-night. 
Not even Cent. Butt, his military a!3, 
who In his bnlllsnt full-dress uniform 
lent a touch of color to the academic 
procession, was allowed to poes tho 
portals, and all of tho Secret Service 
guards had to keep watch outside.

Big Gifts Announced. 


To-day*s commencement was notable 
In many ways. President Hadley an¬ 
nounced the receipt during the past year 
of gltta to the university amounting to 
$1.n<W,Cfi0. Of this sum $159,WO came from 
the General Educational Board, the al¬ 
lotment having been conditioned upon 
the recv.pt of PCO.OOO from other source* 
One gift of $100,000 and three of IW.Wj 
each were announced as anonymous 
President Hadlry, Secretary Dickinson. 
Dr. Timothy Dwight, former president of 
Vain, and Bishop Ijiiwrence, of Massa¬ 
chusetts. were the speakers at tho alum¬ 
ni dinner, in addition to President Tuft.

—Cheroke© Ed’s Wild West Show. Ed¬ 
ward Baum water, of Louisville, owner 
and chief wild Westerner, lx otrand*id 
her© with two-thirds of the property tied 
up by attachments. 

The show loft Louisville ten days ago 
and has played In bad luck almost oorv- 
staiitiy. This, with mismanagement, 
rainy weather and attachments In a 
number of towns, has put the attraction 
down and out 

Manager Gainer, of the local theater, 
was appealed to for aid, but the rail rood 
fare necessary to get the show to Its 
next stand, was moru than $500. The show 
is still here. Baumelster ’9 lawyers are 
expected here to-night after which the 
attraction will be taken back to Louis¬ 
ville. 


NATIVE OF LOUISVII LE. 


Edward Baumcister** Whimj Have 
Coat Him a Fortune. 

Edward Baumelator is a Louisville boy, 
having been born and reared here. He 
Is a son of a well-known contractor, 
whose death occurred about eight years 
ago. Young Baumcister, since his early 
youth, has shown a number of eccentric 
whims, one of which was to wear his hair 
hangipg dowq over hvs abouM* Some 
threw years Ago Baumcister cot the 

idea ot^iaaomtnft a wuu anin.” 

At his father • death ns inherueo . e f *r 
tune variously estimated from $ 100 .o. o 
$150,000. Young Bsumelster Invented u 
large part of this in automobiles and 
wild animals. Of the latter he owns a 
valuable collection In February lost he 
determined to organise a Wild Woet 
show, with the wild animal feature com¬ 
bined. He at once s«rt about the project, 
securing n car load of Texas ponies, an 
old stage coach, and a lot of other para¬ 
phernalia necessary for such an aggre¬ 
gation. He secured the services of sev¬ 
eral “cow boys." half a doseri Indians, 
who hsd been trained with other like 
shows, secured several large tents, five 
railroad cars. etc., and brgan arrange¬ 
ments to travel with his aggregation, 
which he called "Cherokee Ed's Wild 
West.” Throughout the latter part of the 
winter and spring he had the aggregation 
in course of training at a camp near 
Waterman Station, on the Bnrdst**wn 
road. 

The rehearsals were kept up at the 
camp for several months at a heavy ©x- 
penso. until June 13. when Baumdstvr 
gave the first performance In LoulsvllD. 
The Itinerary of the show as outlined by 
the show’s booking agent was from Lou¬ 
isville through Eastern Kentucky into 
Virginia. The first stand after leaving 
Louisville was at Versatile*, thence to 
Harrodshurg. Lextngton and to points 
along the C1ieimiM»ako and Ohio railroad. 
Bad hick 1 * said to have dogg-d Bau- 
melBter's footsteps at almost every stand 
Rain at many points kept business aw iy. 
At Lexington, his friends h**re sny. his 
manager left him, carrying with him sev¬ 
eral of Ms performers. Others became 
dissatisfied at other stops and various 
other troubles caused the show to strand 
at Huntington yesterday. 

It Is said that the- a^gragatlon has al¬ 
ready coat Baumeister in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $40,000 When the aggregation 
left Louisville for Versailles the railr- id 
charges for the trip were $TfiO. Bau- 
melster carried seven cars, owning five 
of them himself. He rented two oth-rs 
from tho Southern railroad Baumeis- 
ter*s plans for tho future are unknown.

This law makes U illegal to salt 
whisky or other alcoholic beverage* 
w ithin four miles of any sc Pool house m 
the State. 

The passing of the saloon in Memphis, 
and in othei cliles throughout ill* State, 
according to advices received here to¬ 
night, was marked by scenes of unusual 
hilarity. The celebration, slat ted eatiy 
yeelerday morning, continued tiuoughuut 
the day and lasted until the very moment 
of cl us mg. when there was a rush to pur¬ 
chase one last farewell drink over the 
bar

Every Saloon. Crowded. 

SaJoons and g*og shops were crowded 
with lively revelers. Lxtra police pre¬ 
cautions were taken here. Mayor Matono 
instructing the Chlel of Police to 5 detail 
a patrolman to every city block wnereui 
is located a saloon. This was done at 
the request of the saloon inch, who fear¬ 
ed that the crowds, about to x>.art on the 
long Marathon race of prohibition, would 
overstep the bounus of good behavior in 
some instances. But it was. In lire main, 
a good-natured, yet a sorrowing throng, 
which Indulged in their last I are well re tf- 
oiry. 

While all this good fellowship was In 
progress In the heart of the city the 
htato-wlde prohibitionists, the while/HD- 
boners who had waged one of the hottest 
campaigns In Che history of the Slate to 
secure the enactment of the cherished 
measure, wefe holding private meetings 
of rejoicing. Prefers were oltureu up and 
hymns were sung in the homes of the 
loading mem bore of the local forces, al¬ 
though no public meeting of rejoicing 
was held at any of the churches in the 
city.

DECLARES HE IS A FATALIST. 


Mlddlesboro. Ky. f June 30.—(Special.)— 
One of tt»© most sensational shooting* 
that have occurred In years In this city 
took place Tuesday about midnight on 
Nineteenth street and Cumberland ave¬ 
nue, when J M. Mayes, of Norton. Vn.,

shot Anna Haynes, of Oorbin, and Robert 
Culbertson, of Coebum, Va.. a moving 
picture man. and then turned the revol¬ 
ver on himself, shootlpg himself twice. 
Mayes and the womunTare still alive, but 
art* believed to bo dylnk. while Culbertson 
will recover 

Having failed to end his lifo with the 
revolver, Mayes endeavored to sever hl» 
Jugular vein with his iKKketknlfe. but was 
unsuccessful, as the police reached hint 
before he wounded himself to any ex¬ 
tent. Mayes was enraged because the 
Haynes woman was with Culbertson. He 
had purchased tickets for himself and 
th© woman to Corbin, and had checked 
her trunk, but sho ran off with Culbert¬ 
son. Meeting them on the street, tmax 
a fruit irtond owned by B. Horr, he fired 
at the woman first, shooting her twice, 
and then endeavored to kill Culberta*»n 
Culbertson fell and Mayes was under the 
Impression he Had killed him. 

TWO BOYS DROWNED. 

Attempt To Ride Waves of Island 
Queen At Cincinnati. 

Newport. Ky . June 30.—[Special ]—Two 
boys, whose names up to midnight had 
not been learned, were drowned above 
the L. and N. bridge as they attempts 
to ride *he rollers «»f the Island Queen.

WRIGHT AEROPLANE 
AGAIN HITS EARTH 


SLIGHT ACCIDENT MARS 8ECOND 
EFFORT TO FLY. 


ORVILLE EXPLAINS THAT POW¬ 
ER IS INSUFFICIENT. 


WILL TRY ONCE MORE TO DAY. 


Washington. June 30.—Insufficient power 
again was responsible for tho misbehavior 
of th© Wright aeroplane to-day at Fort 
Myer. Th© first flight attempted by Or¬ 
ville Wright resulted In slight damage to 
tho machine and ended the experiments 
for the day. Its duration was about 
thirty seconds. 

Mr. Wright said th© aeroplane would 
be ready for another trial to-morrow and 
that more power would be used. 

The aeroplane glided down tlfe starting 
rail at 4:48 o'clock and flew at a height 
of about fifteen feet for the length of the 
drill grounds. It was evident the ma¬ 
chine was working much better than 
yesterday. 

A* he neared the southern end of the 
field. Orville lowered the left wing and 
raised the light one. Tho machine began 
to make the turn gracefully, but It had 
gone around only a few feet when It 
seemed to lose its equilibrium. When a 
little more than half way around, the 
left wing struck the earth and brought the 
tnAchine to the ground with considerable 
force. 

The aviator remained In hi* seat as 
though contemplating the cause of the 
bulky action of the aeroplane. After a 
few minutes he stepped out and upon ex¬ 
amination found (hat tit© right skid was 
broken near the forward end and that a 
few wires hod been Jerked loose. The 
cavalry’ guard kept everyone but the 
Wright* and their assistant© sway from 
tho n a chine which was returned to the 
aeroplane rhud

Vo., ap¬ 
peared for the latter, and General Counsel 
Junius Parker and Secretary Wilcox for 
th© trust. Both sides stoutly opposed Sen¬ 
ator Beveridge's proposal to increase ths 
tax on tobacco from d to i* cents.

"The Senate classes laces as luxuries, 
and quite possibly the hand-made Incee 
with which the families of the Senator* 
are familiar may be classed as such, but 
the cheapest grades of laces and em¬ 
broideries. which the poorest of the poor 
foel the necessity of using, hardly belong 
to that category.**

Tho movement for good roads is 
maidng progress in th© South. Th© 
leading Southern papers are thoroughly 
aJlvo to the necessity of highway im¬ 
provement and arc giving generously 
of their space toward any and every 
plan that promises to old In the fur¬ 
therance of tho movement. 

The Manufacturers’ Record, of Bal¬ 
timore, recently printed an IntereeUng 
symposium under th© caption* "Widen¬ 
ing Southern Interest In Improved 
Highway*." This symposium Is mado 
up of extracts from editorials from a 
dozen or more paper*. As Showing tho 
expanse of tho good roods propaganda 
it may be said that tho States repre¬ 
sented la tho quotations published by 
th© Record are Virginia* Tennessee, 
Kentucky', Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Louisiana, Florida and 
Texas.* In ail these States efforts ore 
being mado for betterment. In some of 
them there ar© effective and working 
organizations tho infiuence of which 
undoubtedly will be productive of grat¬ 
ifying results in the future. In Geor¬ 
gia, for Instance, th© agitation has re¬ 
sulted In on awakening of popular In¬ 
terest and there is active endeavor to¬ 
ward improvement. 

Th© Raleigh News and Observer 
note© that the recant trip of tho automo¬ 
bile scout cars between New York and 
Atlanta has "brought the matter of th© 
need of good roads in the lime light, 
and th© attention of thousands of peo¬ 
ple. heretofore Indifferent, has been 
turned to tho matter of having th© best 
roads In their section." 

Gov. Rattcrson, of Tennessee, has 
called a good roads convention to be 
held In Nashville ou September 21. The 
Tennessee State Fair will be In prog¬ 
ress at that time and It is hoped that 
all th© ninety-six counties in th© State 
will bo represented. The Nashville 
American in urging a large attendance 
at the convention) comments In part as 
follows: 

"Heretofore there ha* been discussion; 
th© time for action has oome. The pres¬ 
ent system, or lack of system, is a han¬ 
dicap to the State. There must be, If 
benefit is to come* a system in which* 
the State will haVb full direction and 
control. Under existing statutes there 
la a lack of ^ystem&Uc effort. Ono oounty 
has certain powers. wLll© Its neighbor 
county has none. Th© county roads ere 
worked one way in on© county and In 
another way lu another county. This 
leads to confusion, which might bo borne 
without much complaint if the result 
w*ere not so damaging to the people as 
a whole." 

These ar© Indications that th© sub¬ 
ject Is beginning to attract th© popular 
attention and that th© masses of tho 
people are becoming Interested as they 
never were berore. Kentucky la doing 
something in th© way of agitation, 
©ducatldrv and organization that has 
not been without its effect, Lon much 
remain© to bo don© beforo practical 
results.

When h© telle 
us that tho coming of such an envoy Is 
a national ©vent, w© must most re¬ 
spectfully demur; w© can recall on© or 
two whose loavlng wns pitilessly and 
blandly Ignored; still, it Is true that 
England and tho Amor iron Ambassador 
do right away enter Into a competi¬ 
tion to determine which can best en¬ 
tertain th© other. Nor are tho exact¬ 
ing demands, which mako of him In 
shortest order an English public char¬ 
acter, by any means restrict'd to Eng¬ 
lishmen; for July tho Fourth, "the daal 
on which they squeeze his hand to a 
pulp without bsaaktng down his smile," 
for tho annual banquets on Washing¬ 
ton's birthday and Thanksgiving day, 
Americans roust answer. Th® demands 
that or© mad© upon his leisure and his 
Interest ar© Inexorable; th© rango of 
his sociability must bo supremo ami 
th© freshness of his point of vlew*\ 
constant and Invariable delight. If. like 
Mr. Choate, be can achieve<he distinc¬ 
tion of Interpreting his office by a gen¬ 
erous and lavish presence, an ability to 
speak and say something, a readiness 
and ungrudglness of service, an order¬ 
liness and compactness of statement, a 
certain colloquial charm married to a 
trenchant yet tolerant wit, ho will rank 
among those who have endeared them¬ 
selves unforgettably to a public with 
few favorites. 

Long beforo th® days of that bril¬ 
liant line led by Lowell and Bayard, 
omniscience and omnipresence were re¬ 
quired of tho American Ambassador. 
"We launch him," says Mr. Brooks* 
"on a full tldo of oratory from Land's 
End to John o* Groats; wo scout the 
Idea; that protocols and dispatcher and 
all the banalities of International obli¬ 
gations can have any claim on him." 
And whose fault is It, he Inquires, If 
not America's? What other embassy 
can show such a brilliant ltn® of oc¬ 
cupants. each distinguished as citizen, 
lawyer, litterateur beyond his eminence 
as a diplomatist? 

And Mr. Brooks, passing, with dex¬ 
trous grace, from Mr. Choate to 1 Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, whoso kindliness* hos¬ 
pitality and ingratiating many-sided¬ 
ness receive & full measure of praise, 
offora a few words &a to the difficulty 
of Ailing so very onerous a place 
"Th© United States possesses some of¬ 
fices in Victoria street that call them¬ 
selves an Embassy, but it has no Am¬ 
bassador's residence. It acta with repub¬ 
lican severity on the theory that all 
work and no sleep, let alone play, 
makes a good Ambassador. It provide* 
him accordingly with a desk, choir, pen* 
and paper, and the paraphernalia of his 
official business, but takes no account 
of his human longing for a Ik-< 3, or a 
roof over his head, or anything that 
might serve him as a temporary home." 

In fine, ho declares that, unless h© Is 
prepared to pay from £10,000 to £30.- 
000 out of his prtvats purse, he shall be 
worse housed than the "average rep¬ 
resentative of a Balkan State." And, 
besides* he points out, what "foreign¬ 
ers" remember and Americans are apt 
to forget, that diplomacy with us is of 
uncertain tenure; that It is a diversion 
rather than & career, on© In which we 
And th© highest pout© given to men of 
great wealth ambitious to round out a 
successful business or professional life. 

And thus this Englishman, who Is a 
trained observer, sympathetic and Intel¬ 
ligent, discerns Mr. Taft's embarrass¬ 
ment. He perceives tho magnitude of 
a task that must have regard alike to 
pence and to presentabtllty; that must 
consider tho Intellectual level of a 
Choate or a Lowell and remember 
Dorchester House. And he derives 
comfort from hla recollec tion*. "We 
always think," ho philosophises, "that 
no American Ambassador can be so 
good as th© ono who la just leavlpg us, 
and wo aro always proved to bo de¬ 
lightfully wrong."

BROKEN FLANGE CAUSES A

ONLY ONE MAN IS INJURED. 


Admiral George A. BIckncll. of New Al¬ 
bany, received a telegram from Washing¬ 
ton City announcing the dt‘£.th of hia 
mother. Mm. Elisabeth Haskins Richards 
Bicknell, at 3:3d o’clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing at the home of har daughter. Mrs. 
M. H. B. Mahon. 1329 Cucoran street. Mrs. 
BIckncll wan 93 years of age, and was the 
widow of Juiige George A. BtcknelL She 
removed from New Albany to be with 
her daughter about twenty years ago. Har 
husband served with distinction on the 
bench In the Now Albany district for 
many year*, and also served in Congress 
from the Third district. 

Mm. BIckncll was the daughter of 
Jesse Richards, of Balster. N. J. Hhe is 
survived by Mrx Martha H. B. Mahon, of 
Washington; Emma B. Love, of Atlanta. 
Go.; Rear Admiral George A. Btcknell 
and the Rev. J It. BIckncll. of Washing¬ 
ton City. Tho body will reach New Al¬ 
bany at noon to-day, and the funeral 
will be from 8t. Paul's Episcopal church 
at 4 o'clock this oftsrnoun and live burial 
will bo private. 

Mm. BickiieU's husband was regarded 
as one of the greatest Jurists In Southern 
Indiana In bis time. He served on tho 
bench from 1M2 to 1S78, the circuit then 
comprising Floyd and seven other coun¬ 
ties. He succeeded Speaker Michael C. 
Kerr In Congress, serving from 1378 to 
Ifieo. In 1x82 he was a Commissioner of 
the Supreme Court, and in 1890 was elect¬ 
ed Judge of tho Floyd Circuit Court, lie 
died In I59L Shortly after her husband'a 
death Mrs. Bickucll moved to Washing¬ 
ton City.

Near 
him was a bottle that hod contained car¬ 
bolic add, but he had swallowed the 
contents He was taken to the Culver 
Union Hospital, when* he was worked 
with until Tuesday evening at 6 o'clock, 
death coming to hla roMef at that hour. 

O’Brian came to the Indiana Reforma¬ 
tory from Montgomery county, in which 
CrawfprdovlUo Is situated, on February' 
26. 1906. under a conviction to the charge 
of robbery, and to serve from two to four¬ 
teen yearn. He was 28 years old at that 
Lima. Hie conduct as an Inmate of the 
Institution was good and he was rclcaeid 
on parole November 1, I<n)8. and would 
have been given hla final discharge In 
four months.

Later 
on. ha claims, an appropriation of $10,000 
wui made and the board claimed new bid* 
would have to be Me assert* he 

approached Mr. Whittaker *nd naked what 
he could bid to get tha Job and was told 
$!»,<M>0.

I NEW RULE REGARDING BASEBALL CONTRACTS. 


C INCINNATI. O.. June 30.-The National Baseball Commlnfilon to-night 
gave out the following, promulgating a new rule: 

**The attention of the eoinnilaalan haa recently bc4n called to the 
fact that certain Krmi-profegalonal players, who are under contract 
with club* of the *omi-profe**!onal leagues of Chicago, had been Induced to 
sign contracts with national agreement ciuba and In certain Instances have 
violated contracts that they entered Into with the semi-professional clubs. 
The cvminlaalon la of the opinion that Ou» la absolutely unjust and for that 
reason the following rule la adopted: 

’•Rule 50.—Whenever a semi-pro feeaional player *tgn«i a contract with a 
semi-professional team, said contract la to bo respected the same as If It 
had been entered Into by the player with a national agreement club, and 
under no conditions will any national agreement club be permitted to sign 
such players to any other contract* until after the expiration of the play¬ 
er’s contract with the aeinl-profeasional team, provided, however, that any 
national agreement club owner can enter Into an agreement for the pur¬ 
chase or release of such player, either for the year for which aald player la 
under contract with such semi-professional team or for future use, with 
the club owner of the semi-professional tram with whom the player la un¬ 
der contract, but In all such ea*es the consent of the player must be ob¬ 
tained before such an agreement can be entered Into. 

Rule 3H. relating to national agrrement players and clubs, formerly 

f provided that options on minor league players could be exercised by major 
eague clubs on August 20 and that players must report three days later. 
An amendment to this rule Is also promulgated and the new provision t* 
to the effect that the National Baseball i’omtnisalon tmiy, If It so deflre*. 
grant the minor league club the player's service* for tho remainder of tho 
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THINKS LOUISVILLE BOY HAS A 

GOOD CHANCE IN LONDON GAMES 


Expert Lucas Believes Nat Cartmell Will Beat World’s 
Best Sprinters Next Saturday Iu :he Dashes. 


N EW YORK. June 30—[Special.]— 
Next Saturday afternoon the eyes 
of all athletic England will be 
turned toward London and I 
might add, all Canada and America, also, 
will focus their orbits on that point, the 
annual amateur cliamptonshtp of Great 
Britain being the object. 

America. Canada and South Africa are 
particular Interested, owing to the pres¬ 
ence of Bobby Kerr, of Canada, In both 
dashes; H. E. Walker, of South Africa, 
and last, but not least. Nat Cartmell, of 
Louisville, Ky.. In the century and fur¬ 
long sprint. 

I have scon oil three men In action and 
know what each la good for In condition. 
And. therefore, t now select Walker to 
win the 100 and Cartmell the 220 yards 
dash. 

Many critics in America will laugh at 
thla selection. So they did at the selec¬ 
tion of Foster, of Harvard, to beat Daw- 
born, of Princeton, tn tho tntgMotlsgtttM, 
and Just the «amo this boy Dawborn. 
picked by Duffey and other* to beat 
Foster, got tho licking of hi* life by 
F'o*ter. 

A great deal has been written about 
the sprint* at the Olympiad, but no 
man has told the true condition of affairs. 
Nat Cartmell left American shores for 
those game* with an “dickey’' « pair of 
at lit* aa ever propped man or beaet He 
should have been left at home. Cart- 
rhell caught cold in the finals «f the Inter¬ 
collegia tea a yea x ago. dashing over a 
track Inches deep in mud and water ar.d 
thereby suffered with Inflammation of the 
muecle* of both legs below the knees at 
the calf. The cola attacked the left leg 
more Intensely than the right, and when 
tho lud was training In EngUud for the 
games he suffered excruciatingly 
After a return from England last fall, 
he made a second trip trying out whnt 
are known there a* the Michaelmas and 
New Vear’a handicap, not only with the 
Intention of winning, but also of becoming 
acclimated He was partially successful. 

Then this spring Cartmell got the Idea 
into his head that, while he wo* not right 
last year, he liad to ehgrw tho doubting 
Tommies of America that ho la a better 
man than WaJkcr and a bettor man than 
Kerr, ths two that licked him at ths 
Olympic gnmes. and he la now tn Eng¬ 
land for that purpose. 

**! believe In CartfiieU’a ability to lick 
anything that aalks on two legs in this 
world to-dny fr*m 120 yard* up to and 
Including ioo yards. At 440 yards, whlls 
he la fast. .50 1 - 6 , 1 believe Lieut. Hals- 
w'Hle, of England, can whip him or any 
other man In the world. Including Car- 

f ranter and Robblna, hi* opponent* In the 
amous and disgraceful Olympic meter 
dash. 

My faith In Cartmell’s ability is not be- 
cause J was instrumental In making a 
•printer of the boy. but by a process of 
unal>sla. In the first place. Cartmell is a 
natural born sprinter and not an artlflctal 
runner. HI* style Is natural, not artificial¬ 
ly acquired On the other hand. Walker's 
atyle 18 acquiml, and reports from Eng¬ 
land received by mo last week bear out 
these facta In that Walker la not now 
using the same style of sprinting aa uael 
last year. Kerr also. In hi* work, ahowa 
a liuk of natural sprinting, at all times 
attempting to retain style at the sacrifice 
of speed 

Cartmell'* style ha* not been changed, 
with but one exception, from the day I 
took him off the football field. In 1 *» 02 . to 
the present day. And that exception is 
this: The Louisville man had been a 
bicycle rider. The constant pumping on 
the pedal* hud caused him to ucquire a 
very high knee action, to much to, that 
there was too much waste of motion in 
getting the feet bark to earth after lifting 
and not enough stride. And a* Cart men 
ha* always been an obedient and diligent 
student, he quickly caught the point, and 
no greater authority than James E. Sulli¬ 
van ha* said that Cartmell*® *tylc of run¬ 
ning la superb, the best ever seen upon a 
sprinting track In any country. 

Am to the abilities of these three great 
sprinter*, i do not believe Cartmell can 
beat Walker for 100 yards, but I do be¬ 
lieve be cun for 120 yards. Cartmell is 
not fast off tlie mark, and has not been 
since the day he entered Pennsylvania. 


In condition ho Is a good ten-second 
man. but If he ever get* oft the mark 
with Walker In tho Anal of the 100 yard* 
dash he will lick Walker by six Imho*. 
If Walker get* the lift Cartmell get* the 
licking. Regarding Bobby Kerr, he is not 
In the same claa* with Walker xud Rec¬ 
tor for the century dash, and only lost 
Saturday, at the preliminaries to the 
champs, run off at Wolverhampton, Cart- 
mell licked Kerr from scratch in :10 l-o. 

A great deal has been written about 
Walker'sXrecord-breaking performance* at 
horns. Mu> be the climatic conditions are 
better for speed thau In England. Maybe, 
as England accuses ua. South African 
timers return faster time than their peo- 

S le at home, and while 1 believe Walker 
> a £o<»d sprinter, and he showed that at 
tire Olympic games 1 don’t believe he 
over sprinted luo yards In :u 8 2-5 any more 
than I believe L>*n Kelly did 100 yard* 
in :00 3-5, and tho g(>od Lord knows 
Kelly has never done ton seconds for 
tho hundred since and tho beat Walker 
has done in England up to tho present 
la :10 1-5. and he licked Cartmell at that. 

England periodically unearths a good 
man. silx )*»**• ago she unoarthed Mor¬ 
ton. who licked Duffey six time* out of 
tlx. twice In :09 4-5 and* four times In 
even time, ao that It cannot bo said that 
L>uffey was a *'dt*ad one’* at the time. So 
It won’t be surprising If an unknown 
crops out In tho century dash and brushes 
aside all tho known quantities and pushes 
to the front But as to ths hundred. If 
Cartmell get* nn even break off the mark 
he will Intnt Walker, with Kerr third, and 
If Walker gets away best he will win. but 
l don’t think the event will be won In 
faster time thun ten seconds. 

As to the 220 yards dash. Walker got 
licked In :-‘2 4-6 a week ago in a handicap. 
Cartmell has already cleaned up Korr and 
other* In the 220 yards, his best distance, 
and Saturday, after working his way 
through several heats In the hundred and 
two In tho 300. won tho final of the 300 
by six yards from Kerr In 31 4-6—pretty 
good going under the conditions, or ono 
and two-fifths seconds slower than the 
world’s amateur record, and it must bo 
remembered Cartmell Is not training foi 
any 300-yard dashes. 

At 220 yards neither Walker nor Kerr 
have anything on Oartmotl. At to Kerr’s 
victory In the 200 meters dash at tin* 
Olympic gntm-s. throw it out Cartmell 
was a cripple. To-day Cartmell Is a race 
horse and I’ll stake my reputation that 
barring accidents, ho’ll lick them all In 
tho furlong dash. Walker has never done 
much above 150 yards. I believe that, 
like Duffey. that’s about as far as he 
can go at top speed. Kerr can go 22 “ 
yards tn about :22 2-6. Ho covered 200 
meters in 22 1-6. which Is 213 2-3 yards. 
And that la his best record, but Cart- 
mell can step It In :2l 2-6, and has done 
so on two different occasions. The fur- 
ipng dash .at tho British champs tht* 
year, weather and track cotidlton* being 
good, should be cun In :fl 4-8, and If 
Csrtmol! improve* in the next few days 
as he ha* since reaching England hu 
ought to do :21 3-6. 

1 had a letter from Cartmell ten days 
ago. Just after his victory In the century 
dash at New Brighton, England, and he 
wrote at that tlrno he was Just getting 
into chamt»lon*hlp form. A w«***k later 
he was defeated by Walker bi :10 1-5 and 
yesterday cleaned up a gbod field At 
Wolverhampton In :101-5 defeating 
Kerr, and then also won the 300-yard 
handicap 

Cartmell 1* due for a record-breaking 
year. He lma been traveling in top form 
for six years, with the ex< . ptlon of last 
year, a longer snace of time than Wefers 
or JHjffey lasted, but It must be remem¬ 
bered that Cartimll Is asronng man. one 
with more common sense than the aver¬ 
age athletic champion and one whose 
head hos not been turned by the many 
honora be has w»n. lie live* u modest 
life, one that will carry him to victory 
as long os ho does not deviate from the 
path he la now pursuing And a» a stu-f 
dent of nprtntln^ In hit early dips ho 
was a lad who fellow* 1 tnatinotions it 
the letter, did no nnw than he was told 
to do and no less. The result, the In¬ 
evitable result, is apparent to-day. He 
Is the only man in the world who has 
succeede«l In winning for the three, con¬ 
secutive ycarj ihe clmiuplonsh.p title in 
the Intercollegiate for 100 and 120 yards, 
and he is a man that old Louisville Man¬ 
ual and the cltlxens of his State should 
be proud of and glad to have bear their 
nnnm In a foreign land.

Judge Hart Defines Law and Attor¬ 
ney General Agrees. 

Nashville, Tenn.. July 1.— At midnight, 
with tho passing of the mouth of June, 
the State-wide prohibition law. enacted 
by the recent General Assembly of Ten¬ 
nessee. went Itito effect. It prohibits the 
sal© of Intoxicants within four miles of 
a school house anywhere In tho State, ap¬ 
plying th© Inhibition to Nashville. Mem¬ 
phis, Chattanooga and La Follctte. the 
only municipalities that wer© not Included 
ln former extensions of the old ’’four-mile 
law." 

Th© transition from the old to th© now 
order, so far as Nashville Is concerned, 
was effected without notable disorder of 
any kind Th© presence of un unusual 
number of people from rural districts was 
noticeable on th© streets and all the 120 
saloons did a wonderful business up to 
th© arrival of th© very minute for final 
closing of th© doors. But ln proportion 
to the surprising amount of liquor con¬ 
sumed the number of drunks wai not 
large.

Judge Hart's Opinion. 


Judge William Hart, of the Davidson 
County Criminal Court, said: 

"Any man in Tennessee can buy whis¬ 
ky and have it shipped to Nashville, 
either In his nam- or in the care of any 
organ las lion. Any man may keep that 
whl&ky In his home, In a vault at the 
bunk or anywhere he pleases, und he may 
drink It. Ir any man sells liquor or gives 
It to a minor, then he has violated the 
law and as such violator may be held. 

"If a locker club Is operated merely os 
a reposltpry for whisky of the members 
of the club and these mnnbere go to the 
rooms of tho organization and get thetr 
own whisky and drink it I don’t sec that 
such action could be held as a violation 
of the law."

Attorney General Agrees- 


Attorney Oeneral Jefferson McCsrn was 
present when Judge Hart gave th* Inter¬ 
view und said that he wu» in thorough ac¬ 
cord with the court and that so long as 
s man had whisky In a locker and re¬ 
stricted Its consumption to himself, then 
there wa* no violation of th© law. 

"There are many little changes In this 
methivd of conducting locker clubs, how¬ 
ever." he said, "and many little transac¬ 
tions that might be construed as *alen of 
whlskv. i*ut so long as the business is 
conducted as a place for storing whisky 
of Individual members, then there Is no 
violation of the law."

Wllheimlua Siegfmldt, Mrs. Mut- 
tervr and Joseph R. Benedict, the Jury in 
Judgo Gordon's court brought In a ver¬ 
dict for I9M.29 in favor of Joseph R 
Benedict. 

Henry Baumann died over a year nco 
and hli estate consisted solely of 
in cash In bank. He had no relatives liv¬ 
ing In Louisvill©. Benedict filed a claim 
amounting to $966.29 which ho said was 
for goods, board, motley loaned and other 
necessaries Tor Baumann. 

The Louisville Trust Company declined 
to pay Benedict’s account and asked that 
tho matter be referred to the court and 
Commissioner for proof and adjustment. 
The Chancellor decided that the claim of 
Benedict was for a Jury to decide The 
Judgment will now be certified to the 
Chancellor and the estate wound up. Bau¬ 
mann's brother and sister live In Ger¬ 
many.

COLUMNS TO REMAIN 

STANDING WHILE LONGER. 


The boarq of directors of the Keutucky 
State 1’nlvorslty met yesterday at Tho 
Seelbach for tho purpose of discussing the 
Interests of the Institution, and some im¬ 
portant matters wero Introduced and 
talked about. Chief among tbeso was the 
matter of placing tho university ln a 
position to benefit by the Carnegie Foun¬ 
dation for the Advancement of Teaching. 
At the meeting It wa* decided to make 
application for the benefit, which will en¬ 
title members of the faculty of the uni¬ 
versity to an allowance for superannu¬ 
ated teachers 

Another matter discussed was the finan¬ 
cial needs of the university. A commit¬ 
tee. composed of President J. K. Patter¬ 
son. R. C. Stoll and Tebbis Carpenter, 
was named and Instructed to take up th© 
matter of an additional appropriation for 
the university with the next Legislature. 
That body will b© asked for at least $30,- 
000 In addition to the $$ 0,000 annually now 
given by the State. The committee also 
will usk the Legislature to Install a cen¬ 
tral heating and lighting plunt sufficient 
to heat and light the fourloen buildings 
belonging to the university. 

• • • 

New Educational Measures. 


President Patterson, in an informal 
way. discussed now educational meas¬ 
ures he proposes to advocate in Kentucky 
In the future. These measures are not 
only for the olevatlon of the standard 
of education In the Kentucky University, 
but are for the benefit of education in 
general. 

"I will Introduce a measure In the Leg¬ 
islature," sold President Patterson, "that 
I believe will prove a great Impetus to 
education In general, ln that. If It Is made 
a law. will advance the standard of edu¬ 
cation In the common and high echools 
of the State. I will Introduce and advo¬ 
cate a measure that will give superan¬ 
nuated teachers In the high and common 
schools a handsome allowance. The meas¬ 
ure will raise the standard of salaries 
for teacher*, and will thereby get better 
teachers for tho schools of the State. I 
heartily favor better salaries, and some 
provision oy the State for the old teach¬ 
ers. If we can get a law posted that 
provides on allowance for the superan¬ 
nuated teachers, but which requlrre thorn 
to reach and maintain a high standard 
of efficiency to entitle them to such a 
benefit. It must necessarily raise tho 
standard of the teachers. Good men and 
women will take up teaching and will 
remain In the work If there Is such an 
Inducement."

PRECINCTS IN MAGISTERIAL 
DISTRICTS IN CITY. 


Judgv Peter, Acting- Upon Recom¬ 
mendation of Special Commis¬ 
sion, So Orders. 


Prof. Patterson said that Dr. Henry 
Pritchett, president of the Carnegie Foun¬ 
dation. had Informed Mm that the Ken¬ 
tucky University can gain admittance 
to the foundation by complying with the 
formalities—that It Is entitled to such 
membership through Its high standard of 
teaching and courses. He said that he 
will remain as president of tho university 
until a suitable mucessor comes forward. 
w*hen he Is anxious to step down and 
out. 

*T have been at the head of the uni¬ 
versity forty years," he said, "and feel 
Uiat I am entitled to a reet I Intend to 
remain there, however, until someone en¬ 
tirely suitable who will maintain the high 
standard we have rea» hed, appear* The 
university Is on rising ground and stn- 
cessful. and I um proud of It as on In¬ 
stitution of learning, and l want to see 
It progress to the highest pinnacle among 
Hi --Mag ‘* It* — 


In accordance with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the special commission appoint¬ 
ed by the County Court to reapportion 
the eight magisterial district* In Jeffer¬ 
son county, that tho precinct* ln the 
magisterial districts In the city be re¬ 
numbered so that the numbers will fol¬ 
low consecutively.

Ninth and 
Tenth wards; the forty-fifth precinct of 
the Eleventh ward and all that part of 
the Eleventh ward lying north of Broad¬ 
way the precinct numbers shall run from 
1 to 52. In the Eighth Magisterial dis¬ 
trict, including the Twelfth ward and the 
remainder of the Eleventh ward not In¬ 
cluded In the Seventh Magisterial dis¬ 
trict. the precinct numbers ahall run from

"Whereas, A measure has been present¬ 
ed to Congresa, In which it Is proposed 
to levy a tax on all corporations, amount¬ 
ing to 2 per cint of their net Income, 
and its passage Is urged on the grounds 
that It la not a property lax. but a ta* 
on corporations’ privilege of doing busi¬ 
ness. a right which the States alone can 
grant, and for which privilege. In most 
States, license or franchise taxes are 
already required. In addition to the regu¬ 
lar propei Ly tax**; 

"And, wheiecs. Such a tax Imposed by 
tho National Government would be most 
unequal. In that firms and individuals 
are entirely ©xerr.pt, and would be fur¬ 
ther objectionable by requiring a targe 
number of small. Industrial corporation*, 
not engaged In Interstate commerce, to 
lay t«re their affairs; be It 

"Resolved, That the directors of the 
Louisville Board of Trade condemn tho 
measure to tax net earnings of corpora¬ 
tion* as unfair, unequal, unnecessary 
and odious In Us Inuulsitorlal features. 

"Be It further resolved. That a oopy of 
thee* resolutions be presented to a ur 
representatives In Cougre#*, and that 
they be strongly urged to oppose the 
measure." _
